Spokesman Funseth yesterday told 
reporters that U.S. Ambassador

Privately, American officials were 
extremely disappointed in the Is- 
rael Cabinet decision on Sunday, 
which was generally regarded here 
as a “non-decigion” because it put 
off the difficult question of addi- 
tional settlements until a future 
date.

IL13b. more for shipping 
and ports in next 10 years

A total of IL13,000m. is to be 
invested in the merchant marine and 
the ports over the next 10 years, 
not all of it from government 
Sources, Transport Minister, Gad 
Ya‘acobi announced in Jerusalem 
yesterday. 

Most of the money will be spent 
on new ships. Israel companies will 
buy 30 new ships in the next five 
years, bringing the fleet to about 
125. 

The Transport Ministry is de- 
manding that shipping and aviation 
receive export incentives similar to 
those granted to industry, The Trea- 
sury, is reluctant to do so, the 
minister added. 

Although the added value in ship- 
ping is relatively low, it has been 
increasing from 10 per cent in 1966 
to 26 per cent in 1975. The price 
of the dollar added value is extre- 
mely small — about 11.3.60. This, 
Ya'acobi said, gives sufficient grounds 
for his claim to introduce export 
incentives, 

The Ports authority is to invest 
T14.5b. over the next 10 years, 


mostly to improving facilities for 
containers and other modern forms 
of cargo carrying. The use of con- 
tainers has increased enormously, 
from 80,000 tons in 1970 to over 
800,000 tons in 1973 and 1,128 mil- 
lion tons in 1975, or 40 per cent of 
the total cargo. 

Criticizing the public attitude to- 
wards port workers, Ya'acobi said 
that in 1975 their productivity in- 
creased by 13 per cent in Haifa 
port, 12 per cent in Eilat and § per 
cent in Ashdod. While the quantity 
of cargo handled has doubled since 
1965, the labour force in the ports 
increased by only 22 per cent. 

On the pay of air and sea crews, 
the minister anticipates difficult ne- 
gotiations concerning the tax on 
their foreign currency earnings. In 
the meantime the crews are receiving 
similar pay to Jast year's, 

He declared that fares in public 
transport will not be increased in 
the near future. Therefore, in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of 
the Golomb Committee, the subsidy 
to the transport companies will be 
increased. 


No end yet to partial 
strikes in civil service

workers on partial strike over their 
specific allowances cuts yesterday 
fromised to say by tomorrow 
whether they will stop their go- 
slow.

After the meeting, Yosef Silber- 
man, a works committee leader, 
told The Jerusalem Post that “if 


they want us to take upon our- 
selves new tasks — they should 
negotiate with us. They should 
compensate us for more work." 

The strikers in National Insurance 
branches (who spurn contacts with 
headquarters) will meet tomorrow 
with institute director-general Ami- 
ram Sivan and the secretary of the 
Civil Servants Union, Haim Bern- 
stein, in an attempt to put an end 
to their dispute. 

The Treasury, it was learned, has 
not ‘been discussing what steps to 
take if the job action continues be- 
yond tomorrow. Gafny merely ex- 
pressed the hope that the workers 
would accede to the request. 


The Government has few if any 
means at its disposal to deal with 
such partial strikes. It could fire 
the workers; but this could bring 
on ἃ full strike or lead to long and 
complicated court actions. It is 
theught that the only practical step 
the Treasury could take — if the 
sanctions go on — would be to cut 
out all overtime work, so as to cut 
in the workers’ earnings.

‘Country’s farmers are working 
harder and producing more’

Agriculture Minister Aharon Uzan 
yesterday gave the Knesset some 
of the best tidings it has heard in 
a long time: the country’s farmers 
are worklng harder, producing 
more and are even setting world 
records in agriculture. 

Surveying the ministry’s work 
Uzan also lavished praise on Is- 
rael's Arab, Druse amd Beduin 
farmers who, he reported, “are now 
in the midst of an agro-technical 
revolution we started among them 
in the mid-sixties.” 

He told the House agricultural 
exports grew ‘by 40 per cent iast 
year, to §$300m., and that growth 
wes continuing. “Behind this ac- 


complishment, he said, was the. 


Agriculture Ministry's unceasing 
efforts at increasing farmers’ ef- 
ficiency and ensuring them a fair 
return for their hard work. 

He sald the Agriculture Ministry's 
ongoing programme of training (5 
indeed paying off, especially im the 
minority sector. “Here's a bit of 
news I am especially happy to re~- 
port to the House,” he stated. “This 
season, for the first time since es- 


tablishment of the State, our Jew- tage 


ish farmers have yielded first place 
in production of celery — for ex- 
port and domestic use — and 
scallions. . 

“Israel's Arab farmers are - now 
in the lead, and have established a 
world record in these two 
crops. In fact. their average yields 
per dunam are 5 per cent above 
those of California's top vegetable 
growers.” 


In 2 progress report on the 
Arab farmers in the administered 
areas, Uzan said the average. an- 
nual income for Judea and Samaria 
farmers had risen from $130 to 
$666 in the past seven years, and 
in the Gaza Strip had reached $732 
last year. 

But Israel's galloping inflation is 
hurting farmers inside the “green 
line.” he claimed, as prices fetched 
by agricultural produce fail to rise 
at the same rate as the farmers’ 
costs. A major factor among pro- 
duction expenses is renewal of 
underground irrigation piping net- 
works, with some 60,600 dunams of 
such networks having to be re- 
placed annually. 

Commenting on Minister Uzan's 
remarks, ME Mattatyahu Drobles 
(Likud) asserted that the country's 
urgent water problem could be al- 
layed if more funds were allocated 
for research on collecting and stor- 
ing rain and snow waters, better 
techniques of re-using water and 
improved methods of irrigation tech- 
nology. ᾿ 

The Tora Front's Shlomo Gross 
called on the Government to encou- 
many more young people to 
take up farming as a career. The 
income “isn’t too bad.” he said, “and 
besides, every new farmer means 
an easing of our dependence on im- 
ports for our basic food commodi- 
ties.” 


Moshe Shahal of the Alignment” 
used the opportunity of yesterday's way: 


discussion to attack the Agriculture 
Ministry for “permitting the whole- 
sale produce markets to continue to 


operate in open violation of the 
law." Claiming the ministry was 
powerless to control 
produce marketing, he charged that 
in some instances food business mid- 
diemen were‘ receiving “hundreds of 
per cent” in commissions. 

' Pessah Grupper (Likud) used his 
speaking time for a political decla- 
ration. Referring to the current 
controversy over Jewish settlement 
in the administered areas, he as- 
serted: ‘Similar to the Law of Re- 
turn, we must also have a law 
that ensures every Jew the right 
to settle anywhere in our home- 
land."

— a weakness that is frustrating 
thousands of young men and women 
eager to settle the land.” 


Aharon Efrat of Mapam said Is- 
rael could be proud of its farmers, 
who have been constantly raising 
their yields despite the fact that no 
new water has been going for agri- 
culture since 1962. ᾿ 

In his reply to the debate, the 
Minister told Shahal: “Your speech 
is only demagogy. Demagogy is all 
right for a person who has nothing 
to contribute to the public good.”

Sa’ad irrigates 
electronically

They 
said that since the introduction of 
the new system the kibtutz hag 
saved water, increased harvests and 
cut down on manpower hours.

Malik renews call for 


return to Geneva 


UNITED NATIONS. — The Soviet 
Union on Monday issued a new 
call for the resumption of the 
Middle East conference in Geneva. 

In a speech to the Security 
Couneii, Ambassador Jacob Malik 
also insisted on Palestinian partl- 
cipation in the conference which, 
he said, couid be held in two 
stapes. The first would be devoted 
to organizational matters and the 
jatter to a peace settlement. 
‘The Soviet envoy spoke on the 
third day of the Council debate on 
the recent unrest in the Israeli- 
occupied territories and the Israeli 
response to the disturbances. 

Malik did not appear to break 
any new ground with his state- 
ment. He repeated calls for an Is- 

- raeli withdrawal from the terri- 
tories occupied in 1967, the right 
of the Palestinians to thelr own 
state and international guarantees 
for ‘the “security and inviolability” 
of all states in the region. 

Malik, pounding the table and 
Drandishing what he said was a 
copy of a telegram threatening his 
Hfe, told the Council “fascist Zion- 
ist Mafias” have carried out ter- 
rorist acts amd made threats of 
murder, explosions, hijackings and 
kidnapping against the Russians in 
this country “with direct condone- 
ment on the part of the officiais 
of the host country.” 

‘He said the Soviet mission in 
New York has been shot at four 
times, but those responsible have 
not been punished. 

US. delegate Tapley Bennett 
promptly rejected Malik's charges 
and said “to charge us officially of 
complicity in and encouragement 


of such acts is, I submit, sir, 8. 
statement unworthy of a represen- 
tative of a major power.” 

Malik singled out Rabbi Meir 
Kahane of the militant Jewish De- 
fence League as the man respon- 
sible for a number of alleged ter- 
rorist acts. He said he forwarded 
threatening telegrams bearing the 
JDL ‘address, to the U.S. mission 
for action. 

Bennett, the number two man in 
the T7.S. mission headed by Am- 
passador William Scranton, said he 
was giad to see Malik has “re- 
turned to this chamber in full 
vigour" after weeks of absence re- 
cuperating from an auto acelent. 

“I regret to say it seems his 
vigour has carried him to some 
hyperbole. Some of the statements 
in the latter parts of his remarks 
are baseless and surely he knows 
they are.” Bennet said. 

Chinese representative Lai Ya-li 
told the Council that the situation 
In the Middle East was “excellent™ 
because Israel now found itself in 
“unprecedented isolation.” 

In the fina] analysis the “dire 
sufferings” of the Arab and Pales- 
tinian people in the occupied lands 
were due to the rivalry of the 
super-powers, he sald. A funda- 
mental solution lay in the elimina- 
tion of super-power interference, 
restoration of the national rights 
of the Palegtinian people and the 
complete withdrawal] of Israel from 
all occupied territories, the Chinese 
delegate said. 

The 15-nation Council also heard 
representatives of Kuwatt, North 
Yemen and Syria before adjourn- 
ing untii this afternoon. {AP}

PARIS. --- The UN's Food and Ag- 
riculture Organization will be the 
main beneficiary of the new 5800m.

The PLO has cordial relations 
with Greek Cypriot President 
Makarios, and a bureau in the 
Greek sector of the Island. 

Until recently, Turkey opposed 
signing the Islamic Charter and 
was represented at Islamic confer- 
ences only at the Foreign Ministry 
level. Although 99 per cent of all 
Turks are Moslems, it is a secular 
notion with Western laws. It in- 
tends to sign the charter and be- 
come a full member, subject to ap- 
proval by its parliament. 

Despite the conference's purpose 
to reaffirm solidarity among the 
550 million Moslems represented 
here by 41 governments and six 
organizations, thorny bilateral is- 
sues and regional conflicts divide 
the participants in many areas. 


It took an emotional issue — the 
arson at the Al-Aksa Mosque in Je- 
rusalem — to bring Islamic states to- 
gether. The first conference, at 
head-of-state level, convened in Ra- 
bat in 1969 with 24 countries at- 
tending. 

With others joining, the number 
has risen to the present 41 states, 
with even Uganda, where Moslems 
are 8 minority, acquiring member- 
stip status. ᾿ 

On the conference agenda are 
discussions on the status of Jeru- 
salem, Middle East problems in 
general and the Palestinian ques- 
tion in particular.

dark walls make a room appear 
‘smaller. It's one of the “rules.” 

Like most rules in this field, it's 
often true — but not always. One 
exception can be found in the 
Levy's 3%-room shikun flat in 
Petah Tikva. 

The apartment is laid out such 
that traffic from the front door to 


the living room. This creates a 
kind of invisible corridor along 
one wall. No furniture may be 
placed against this wall, as it 
would only get in the way of the 
children running back and forth. 
On the other side of this 
problematic wall is the half-room 
which serves as the baby's 
bedroom. This room was unusable 
throughout most of the year, 
because its only ventilation was a 
window onto the kitchen balcony, 
on the west side of the house. Solv- 
ing that room’s ventilation 
problem meant opening it 
somehow into the living room. 
Four different-shaped openings 
were cut into the wall near the 


ceiling, to allow a free flow of air 


without destroying privacy. 

The openings were designed to 
turn the wall into a decorative 
focus for the living room, while 
ventilating the bedroom beyond. 
The whole wall was covered in 
mock-burlap wallpaper of a dark 
eggplant colour, to serve as a 
backdrop for exotic decorative 


elements. Among the hanging 
decorations are a woven donkey 


pouch, an old copper tray, heavy 
Beduin necklaces, Hebron-glass 


beads and an enameled picture — 
nearly all from Jerusalem's Old 


City markets. 


The door in this wall (which 
Jeads to the kitchen) was painted 
the same aubergine colour as the 
wallpaper — a difficult feat, but 


not impossible. 


AS TO THAT old rule about dark 
colours making a room look 
smaller — in this case the deep 
aubergine, together with the 
openings in the wall, add depth to 
the room and actually give the il- 
lusion of more space. 

It is unfortunate, anyway, that 
most homemakers strive to make 
small rooms look bigger and high

ceilings look lower: rooms should 
be pleasant to live in, and this is 
most often achieved by using their 
size and shape correctly — not by 
creating illusions. 

Of course, there are extreme 
cases where one has to create an 
illusion, or use a ‘‘'gimmick.** One 
such case is the kitchen in the 
same flat. 

The Levy's kitchen, completely 
enclosed behind the eggplant wall 


of the living room with its 
matching door, is a long, narrow 
room (4.5 by 2.2 metres). One of 
the long walls is in the same 


problematic position as the’ 


eggplant wall: it's another of 
those invisible corridors, of no 
practical use, since the kitchen 
door is at one end of it and the 
back-porch door at the other. 

The narrowness of the kitchen, 
combined with the fact that it is 
entered through a door adjacent 
to the long wall, made the visitor 
feel as if he were entering a 
tunnel. To alter this impression, a 
gimmick had to be used — an ilu- 
sion of greater width created. 

A long; rectangular hole (2 
metres by 30 centimetres) was cut 
into the problematic wall at eye 
jevel. A wooden, coffin-shaped 
box, 20 cm. deep, was fitted into 
the hole, its open side facing into

the kitchen to create a window: 
like effect. (The back of the box, 
protruding into the baby's room, 
is part of a bookshelf 
arrangement.) The inside of the 
box is covered in the same pale 
wallpaper as the rest of the long 
wall, and ceramic tiles are sct into 
the bottom side to create a 
washable shelf which serves asan 
open bar. 

Another trick to ameliorate the 
tunnel effect of the narrow kitchen 
was to cut it across the middie, 
separating the work space from 
the eating area. A low (1.20- 
metre-high) wall was built across 
the middle of the room and faced 
in red tiles to match the formica of 
the cabinets. The top of the half- 
wall is fitted with a wooden shelf, 
inlaid with the same tiles used in 
the box on the long wall. i 

The half-wall is high enough ἐὸ 
conceal the sink, stove and work 
surfaces behind it. It also adds 
counter space in the cooking area. 

The eating area is covered 
with a pale, washable wallpaper, 
further separating it visually 
from the other half of the kitchen 
(which is dominated by the red 
wall cupboards). But the large 
round handies on the doors of the 
cabinets are of stained oak, echo- 
ing the table and chairs in the din- 
ing corner.

musical styles, such as coloratura, 


dramatic expression, baby voice, 
oriental style, dark coloured, sexy 
alto, spoken words, blues etc. A 
magnetic tape, containing concrete 
sounds recorded from everyday life, 
fs played simultaneously with the 
vocal part. Both pieces were given 
exemplary performances. Zmira 
Lutzky possesses all the technical 
and musical facilities to make a 
graphic score a powerful stimulus. 
Her realization of Bussotti’s chart 
was marked by sagacity and an im- 
peccable sense of form and sonority. 
No less gratifying was Miss 
Berendsen’s interpretation of the 
Aria. Characterizing the various 
types of vocal ion with great 
clarity and demonstrating 8. power- 
ful voice, Miss Berendsen succeeded 
in making the Aria as comprehensi- 
ble as possible. 

Of the three remaining items, I 
would single out ‘‘Un Peu de 
Teheikovsky"’ (for an ensemble of 
six players) as the only one which 
seems convincingly to pursue an 
idea and realize it musically. Basing 
his work on a theme from 
Tchaikovsky's fourth symphony, 
Rabinovitch completely reshapes 
the material Into a personal and 


quite origina! form. a 

“Charisma” by Xenakis (for cello 
and clarinet) uses a pretentious name 
and a beautiful quotation from the 
Iliad, but offers merely some 
Scraped and scratched sounds, 
Played ailternatingly below and 
above the bridge and a slightly more 
substantial clarinet part. 1 am con- 
vinced that had this piece not been 
written by a famous composer, It 
would never have reached the con- 
cert hall. 

No less disappointing was a new 
composition by our own Yaacov 
Gilboa. His ‘Three Red Sea Im- 
pressions” (for an ensemble of six 
players) is ἃ new version of the so- 
called neo-impressionism which 
Gilboa has made his exclusive idiom 
for years, but is almost lacking in 
content. A composer's strength 
depends considerably on his capaci- 
ty for constant renewal. But Gilboa 
merely uses his outworn matrices 
over and over again. However, the 
Piece had a surprise in store — the 
composer's own coloured slides, 
which accompanied the music. 
These were delightful.

Bergman’s Mozart is sheer delight 


The Magic Flute (Studio, Tel 
Aviv). Ingmar Bergman had long 
wanted to make a film of Mozart's 
last opera. Now that it has at last 
come to the screen it proves to be δ 
real delight, captivating to eye and 

_ ear although some of one's favourite 
music has been left out. 

Bergman has somewhat simplified 
the very complicated libretto, which 


deals with magic, the supernatural, 
| the fight between good and evil, 


liberal ideas of brotherhood current 
at the period and the union, after 
tests and trials, of two pairs of 
lovers: Tamino end his Paming and 
Papageno and his Pepagens. He 
stresses the fairy-tale element but 


does not overload the pantomime at- 
mosphere. The big change is that 
Bergman makes Pamina the 
daughter of the Queen of Night and of 
Sarastro so that now Pamina is torn 
between her daughterly duties to her 
mother and her mother's opponent, 
Sarastro, the idea being, one must 
suppose, to make the confrontation 
even more dramatic. 

The director sets the opera in the 
famous old ingholm Theatre 
and originally intended to use the ac- 
tual building but as this proved too 
fragile, a reconstruction was built at 
the studio, During the overture the 
camera (photography: Sven 
Nykvist) lingers on the faces of the 


expectant audience and there is one 
little girl whose face, showing 
delighted wonderment, is constantly 
intercut into the action — in my opi- 
nion irritatingly so. The cast is‘ 
shown relaxing in the interval, the 
scenes of “‘actuality"’’ and ‘theatre’ 
running smoothly into one another. 
What does seem out of keeping 
stylistically is the semi-nude 
“modern” ballet in the mystic trial 
by fire and water. 

The musical performance and 
acting are of high standard. Josef 
Kostlinger as Tamino and Hakan 
Hagegard as Papageno are out- 
standing.”

‘ill, -This, according to Prof. 


Margulec, will include diagnostic 
and rehabilitation facilities, home 
care and institutional centres for 
those who can no longer remain at 
home. ‘ 
Yoel Shperling claims_that the 
bad hospitals in his association 
are very few and that they will 
cease to be represented if they do 
not improve. Elhai seemed to be 
saying that the good ones are few 
and far between, : Ἵ 


“IF YOU ASK me, by really high 
standards, none is good enough," 
Dr. Silberstein said. ‘‘We have 
decided to adopt the standards of 
Malben institutions: for instance, 
a minimum of .035 nursing staff to 
each patient. Once such stan- 
dards have been set, it will make 
more sense to talk about inspec- 
tion, 

“The problem is that some 
photographer or journalist finds a 
horror story in an institution and 
then the whole country screams 
for inspection...As for Elhai's idea 
of volunteer inspectors, I would 

that they concentrate on 
volunteer help to the patients. 
Why does everyone want to be ἃ 
policeman?" 

On this same subject, Mr. 
Shperling had noted that only 
those hospitals in his association 
are inspected which receive 
patients via the Health Ministry: 
‘Anyone off the street can open a 
hospital and take in patients 
privately.’' 

“An institution for under 12 
patients is not considered a 
hospital," Dr. Silberstein ex- 
plained," and the existing law 
gives us no authority to deal with 
such places. There are plans to 
change the law on this point, but it 
will take another five years."” 


ONE OF THE MOST vicious four- 


. Ralistic broadsides ever fired at 
᾿ Israel in West Germany was con- 


tained in a recent issue of “Die 
Zeit", the country's highly reputable 


_} weekly (circulation over 600.000). 


Under the title of ‘Israel in the 
Ghetto’’, staffer Andreas 
Kohischuetter paints a pessimistic 
and highly critical picture of this 
country. “‘Sinking living standards 
and corruption are creating dia- 
satisfaction amongst the 
Israelis...Prime Minister Rabin is 
helpless in the face of the 
chauvinistic settlement propagan- 
dists who want to create further 
“Jewish facts'' on the map of 
Palestine. In the occupied territories 
young Palestinians, Nationaliste and 
Communists are taking over from 
the sheikhs who are collaborating 
with Israel. But even hitherto loyal 
Arab citizens of Israe! are infected 
by the Palestinian movement and 
protest on the streets. Brutal police 
actions are the answer." 

Other typical distortions include a 
two-page colour-spread captioned 
“Look how strong the Jews are". 
(One must bear in mind that the 
word “Jude in Germany even to- 
day, and especially to the older 
generation, still has a pejorative 
¢onnotation. Kohischuetter uses it 
wherever he can in leu 
of ‘Israel"). The picture shows 
the Israeli-made self-propelled 
155mm. howitzers during the last 
military parade held on 


Independence Day (Jerusalem 1973) 


but Kohlachuetter’s caption implies 
that the picture was a recent one 
taken in Tel Aviv, and runs: ‘‘One of 
the great parades demonstrating the 
military’s brawn and intended to 
make an impression outside of Israel] 
as well as raise the courage of the 
population.” 

Even historical facts are distorted. 
‘Thus “Between 1948-1949 (the War of 
Independence) Israel took from the 
Arabs ‘additional’ areas — above all, 
West Jerusalem". This not only in- 
correct but ignores the fact that it 
was Israel which was invaded and 
that it was West Jerusalem which 
had been under siege.

Kohlischuetter digs up an 
anonymous law student to brand 
Israel (the Jews, naturally) as 
“crusaders and a cancer — the best 
we can hope for are phases of hostile 
co-existence, breaks between the 
fighting without true relaxation from 
the tensions. There will be no peace 
within the next 100 years according 
to a young student of history.” 

Referring to Prime Minister 
Rabin, Kohlschuetter claims that he 
has “never stepped out of Golda 
Meir’s shadow. Nothing underlines 
Rabin's state of end-of-wits and 
helplessness more than his trecent) 
SOS call to the grandmother" (Mrs. 
Meir's recall to Mapai's inner 
forum). 

The capitulation of the 54-year-old 
‘boy’ to the 78-year-old ancient is 
shaming and shocking at onc and the 
same time,"' Andreas Kohischuetter 
declares. 

As for the Western Wall, 
Kohlschuetter reproduces a picture 
of Jews dancing there with the cap- 
tion: “Αἴ the fought-over holy site in 
Jerusalem's Old City. orthodox Jews 
gather new strength by a ritual ring- 
a-ring-of roscs"" 


“ws 
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Perhapa this summary should be 
concluded with Kohlischuctter's 
lead: “There is a house on the road 
leading from Jerusalem to Hebron. 
There is a white flag futtering per- 
mancnily over it: the flag of 
capitulation? The owner of the 
house, an 80-year-old Palestinian 
answers: I have seen the Turks, 


: Egyptians and Jordanians all come 


and go. Perhaps I will also live to see 
the exit of the Jews.."” 

Perhaps. But the '‘flag of 
capitulation’ merely announces that. 
there is a single woman of 
marriageable age in the family. 


IT ES POSSIBLE that Kohliachuetter 
merely wrote what was expected of 
him. It is certainly fashionable in 
Germany today to regard Israelasa 
pain in the neck, Nothing must be 
done to upset the economic 
applecart. 

it remains te be seen whether 
"“Tgrael in the Ghetto’’ js truly 
representative of the present German 
attitude to Israel. Unfortunately it ts 
not a lone straw in the wind. There is 
playwright Fassbinder's portrayal 
of the avaricious Jew who stops at 
nothing. And {if one goes back in 
time, there was the royal welcome 
accorded to Sadat compared with 
Rabin being welcomed only by the 
chef de protocol and the Minister of 
Forestry and Agriculture of Lower 
Saxony — about as important a per- 
sonage as the Mayor of Rishon Le- 
zion in Israel.

Andreas Kohlschuetter is young, 
writes brilliantly — and |s a Swiss.

of the fact that he is not German), 
He is about to be poated to Cyprus 
As permanent Middle East cor- 
respondent of "Dic Zeit’ and will 
doubliess wait there, vulture-like, 
for Isracl's demise — if he believes 
in his own predictions.

Consequently ris- 
ing costs will be the determining 
factor, not devaluations. The under- 
lying principle is that credit is in- 
tended to cover costs, not income. 

A combined team of the Ministry 
of Commerce and , the Bank 
of Israel and the Finance Ministry 
has been instructed to examine the 
increases in the cost of export pro- 
auction which have taken place 
since December 1, 1975, the last date 
on which the rate of credit was ad- 
justed. It was agreed that the exist- 
ing rate — IL5.90 to the dollar — 
wenld be increased by an amount 
identical to the increase in costs. 
This will bring it to approximately 
TL4.60. This estimate is, based on 
the increase in local industria] input 
costs and in wages in industry, in- 
cluding the latest cost-of-living In- 
erement. 

‘The team will examine the changes 
in export production costs every 
three months, and if costs have in- 
creased —~ the rate of credit will be 
altered accordingly — at the begin- 
ning of May, August, November 
and February. 

A different problem Hes in the 
question of the production cycle. In 
effect, it is the calculation of this 
cycle which determines the scale of 
credit a firm recefves. The credit to 
be extended is calculated by dividing 
the estimated remuneration in dol- 
lars by the number of production 
cycles in ἃ year. In this way a dasis 
for the firm's working capital needs 
ig obtained. The smaller the number 
of production cycles per year, the 
more credit the firm receives. 

In 1975, as in other years, firms 
and industries submitted reviged cal- 
culations to determine their cycle. 
Some of these calculations were ac- 
cepted, and the average number of 
cycles per annum for industry in 
the export funds dropped from 3.4 
to 3.24.

A “MEETING OF RECONCILIATION” between the Prime 
Ministers of Egypt and Syria is scheduled to be held in Riyadh 


each one of these two neighbours of Israel will use the oppor- 
tunity to try and “reconcile” the other to its will and interest. 
What remains to be seen is which one will come out the 
winner. 

The opposing positions have been clearly stated in advance. 
According to Syria's Foreign Minister Abdul-Halim Khaddam 
the meeting is to discuss what he termed the “friction” caused 
by Egypt's entering into the interim agreement with Israel 
last September. The Syrians denounced that accord as a sell- 
out of Arab interests, and they want a revision of Cairo’s 
commitments under it. - . 

Most particularly they want Egypt to withdraw its under. 
taking to refrain from any military action during the life of 
the UN peacekeeping mandate, which is to be renewed annually 
for three years. Rather than renounce the use of force alto- 
gether, Egypt should, in Syrian eyes, keep the war option open, 
especially for the occasion of the half-annuel renewal of the 
UNDOF mandate in the Golan Heights. It is perhaps no coin- 
eidence that the Riyadh meeting will precede by barely a fort- 
night the expiration of the UN Force's current mandate. 

Egypt, on the other hand, wants Syria to revise its negative 
stand on the Sinai agreement — and to consider the possibility 
of concluding a similar deal with Israel in the north. President 
Sadat still insists, despite denials from Washington, that the 
Americans promised to help work out such an agreement if only 
Syria agreed in principle. Sadat’s main argument is that Assad 
should give the U.S. time to elect a new President, and then 
let it get on with the American job, as Sadat hopefully sees 
it, of pressing Israel for concessions in an overall Middle East 
settlement. ; ; δ 

There is little doubt that there is greater enthusiasm in 
Cairo than in Damascus for the session in Riyadh. For it will 
enable Egypt to court Syria rather than to try to pressure it 
into submission; and it should also help finally bring Egypt 
out of post-Sinai isolation in the Arab world. : 

Egypt's recent efforts to enlist the PLO in the contest with 


netted it some advantages, but not very many. Thé PLO may 
in part have been alienated from Damascus, as a result of 
Syrian policies in Lebanon, but it is not in Cairo’s pocket 
either. And Sadat has apparently reached the conclusion that 
he cannot expect to disrupt the Syrian-Jordanian alliance, 
which poses a clear-cut danger to Egyptian hegemony. So, 
if you can't beat them, join them; and then have them join 
‘you, if you can.

Although no foreign aid bill has yet 
been approved, and many difficult 
points will have to be resolved before 
the separate authorization and ap- 
propriation hills are adopted, the 
general feeling here is that the 
deadline can be met. 

Despite foreign aid’s unpopularity 
among Americans in general, there 
is still a considerable element of in- 
fluential opinion, especially within 
the Congress and the Administra- 
tion, that the U.S. cannot abandon 
this programme because global U.S. 
interests would suffer.
